Justice Pitney Says Full Right 
and Opportunity to Be 
Heard Was Accorded Pris- 


oner in Georgia Courts. 


Fact That He Was Not Pres- 
ent When Sentenced for 
Factory Girl’s Murder Not 
Considered to Be Vital. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.— 
Leo M. Frank of Atfanta, Ga., 
the 
murder of Marv Phagan, an At- 


under death sentence for 


lanta factory girl, 14 years old, 
lost another step in his fight for 
life in the Supreme Court of the 
United States today. 

In a decision by Justice Pitney, 


to which Justices Holmes and 


Hughes dissented, the Court dis- 
missed Frank’s appeal from the 
Federal Court of Georgia, which 


refused to release him ona writ 
of habeas corpus. Apparently 
the only course now left to Frank 
is an appeal for a pardon or com- 


mutation of sentence. 

Frank contended that “alleged mob 
violence’ at his trial and the fact -that 
he was absent from the courtroom when 
the jury returned its verdict had re- 
moved him from the jurisdiction of the 
courts of Georgia. The majority opin- 
ion of the Supreme Court rejected all 
those contentions and declared Frank 
rights in the 
Georgia courts. 

Thorough Inquiry Made. 

Justice Pitney stated that the obliga- 
tion rested upon the Supreme Court to 
look through the form and into the very 
heart and substance of the matter, not 
only of the averment in Frank’s peti- 
tion, but in the trial proceedings in the 
State courts themselves. 

“The petition contains a narrative of 
disorder, hostile manifestations and up- 
roar,” said the Justice, ‘which if it 
stood alone and were to be taken as 
true, may be conceded to have been 
inconsistent with a fair trial and an 
impartial verdict. But to consider this 
as standing alone is to take a wholly 
superficial view; for the narrative is 
coupled with other statements from 
“hich it clearly appears that the same 
allegations of disorder were submitted 
first to the trial court and afterwards 
te the Supreme Court of Georgia, as a 
ground for avoiding the consequences of 
the trial and these allegations were 
considered by those courts successively 
at times and places and under circum- 
stances wholly apart from the atmor- 
phere of the trial and free from any 
—, of mob domination or the 

6. 

“The facts were examined by those 
courts upon evidence submitted on 
both sides and beth courts found 
Frank's allegations to be Sroundless 


of irregularity not harmful to the 
defendant. 

“This court holds that such a de- 
termination of the facts can not, in 
this collateral inquiry, be treated as 
a nullity, but must be taken as set- 
ting forth the truth of the matter 
some reasonable ground is 
shown for an inference that the Su- 
preme Court of Georgia either was 
wanting in jurisdiction or committed 
error in the exercise of its jurisdic- 
tion; and the mere assertion by the 
prisoner that the facts of the matter 
are other than the State courts, upon 
full investigation, determined them 
to be, will not be treated as raising 
an fesue respecting the correctness 


where the very evidence upon which 
the determination was _ rested is 
withheld. by him who attacks the 
finding. 

Presence in Court Net Vital. 

“Respecting the fact that Frank 
5* not present in the courtroom 
when the verdict was rendered (his 
presence having been waived by his 
counsel, but without his knowledge 
or consent) the Georgia court held 
that because Frank, shortly after the 
verdict, was made fully aware of the 
facts and he then made a motion for 
a new trial upon more than 100 
grounds not including this as ene 
and had that motion heard by beth 
the trial court and the Supreme 
Court, he ceuld not, after this motion 
had been finally adjudicated against 
him, move to set aside the verdict 
an a nullity becauge of his absence 
when the verdict was rendered.

SMOKING ON THREE REAR SEATS 
ALLOWED ON ALL STREET CARS 


United Railwars Co. Lifts Bat— 
“Summer Regulation,” President 
MeCalloch Says. 

The United Railways Co. w going to 
make the jitneys watch its smoke. It 
has lifted the embargo on smoking, and 
under a new rule which is in effect this 
week passengers may puff their Havana 
or alfalfa in the three rear seats on any 
car, including the ones with the closed 
rear vestibules and tne side-door trail- 
ers. For months it has been the poli-v 
of the company to prohibit smoking ex- 
cept on the rear platforms of the old- 

style, open-vestibule cars. 

Richard McCulloch, president of the 
United Railways Co., today told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that under the new 
ruling the semi-circular observation 
seats in the rear end of a closed trailer 
will be a smokers’ seat. The practice 
of smoking on the rear platforms of 
closed vestibule motor cars will not be 
encouraged, McCulloch said, and smok- 
ers on these cara will be expected to 
step inside and take the three rear 
seats. 

When the closed cara were construct- 
ed signs were .built into them saying 
that smoking would not be permitted 
on any part of the car at any time. 
McCulloch said the new rule was a 
“summer regulation.”

MEYER BROTHERS 
TOTAL $751,220 


Officers and Stockholders Have 
Drawn Large Sums, 
Receiver Says. 


FIVE FIRMS PROMOTED 


Was Advanced to 
These Concerns: $108,110 


May Be Realized. 


Rdwin W. tee, receiver for the Mevy- 
er Bros. Drug. Co.. filed with Circuit 
Judge Taylor today his report for the 4% 
business davzs he has been in charge 
of the company. This was supplemented 
by the report of a firm of expert ac- 
countants which examined the books of 
the drug company at the time the re- 
ceiver was appointed. 

The accountants set forth that cer- 
tain officers and stockholders of the 
company, at various times, have with- 
drawn sums of money which total $751,- 
220.98. These are referred to in the re- 
port as overdrafts, and the report says 
that the ability of these officers and 
stockholders to refund this money de- 
pends on many circumstances. The por- 
tion of this amount which readily can 
be realized upon is estimated in the re- 
port, to be $15,000. 

Five Corporations Promoted. 

The accountants’ report also states 
that five corporations promoted by cer- 
tain officers of the drug company, and 
owning realty and leaseholds in St. 
Louis, have received advances from the 
drug company to the extent of $361,482.71, 
and that Fred G. Zeibig, a reality expert, 
estimates that $108,110.10 should be real- 
ized from them. 

The report also mentions a claim of 
Mrs. EF. K. Meyer, the wife of an of- 
ficer of the company, for the proceeds of 
a note for $100,000, deposited with the 
company. The note was secured by col- 
lateral and endorsed by the company. 

The report states that the company 
pursued the policy of carrying life in- 
surance upon delinquent debtors, and 
that Feb. 9, 1915, they were carrying in- 
surance of that character to the extent 
of $201,2%0. The average ages of the in- 
sured are given at 69 years, and only a 
few of the policies have a cash surren- 
der value. The total cash surrender 
value is said to be $2255.62 and the com- 
pany to date has invested $80,000 in 
premiums. 

The assets of the company, the repore 
says, include warehouse property in 
Kansas City, salt mines in Michigan and 
residence, farm and timber property, 
the equity of which is estimated at $160, - 
84. The accountants state that at the 
time the books were investigated the in- 
debtedness of customers to the company 
was $36%.891.43. 

Saving in Discount and Salary. 

The repert of Receiver Lee states 
that for a casideruble period before 
the appointy:ert of tue receiver the 
company had not availed itself of dis- 
counts on purchases tecause of lack 
of cash. He states that be had taken 
advantaye cf disccunts o: all purchases 
since assuming charge of the concern 
and has saved in this manner $6,635.03. 
He states thac he has retaiued only such 
employes as were considered absolutely 
ne-eerary ard that the sav'ng in salaries 
in tw.) months has been $2,933.33. 

Receiver Lee says that from an ex- 
amination of the books it appears that 
the business of the firm has totaled 
from $35,000,000 to $6,000%u a year. He 
estimated that from the amount of busi- 
ness during the time he has been in 
charge the total this year will be from 
$3,000,000 to $4,000,000. 

When he took possession he says the 
company had notes and accounts col- 
lectable to the extent of $358,081.12, and 
that he has collected $263,547.85 on them. 

Sales during the time Lee has been in 
charge amounted to $512,487.51 and $217,- 
$81.23 of this sum has been'collected. A 
great part of the balance the report says 
is not due.

LOST IN COTTON 
REVEALED IN SUIT 


Francis & Bro. Attorney Makes 
Statement in Answer to E. 
M. Roberts’ Action. 


DEMAND FOR $50,000 


Roberts Refers to Amount as a 
Loan—Firm Speaks of It as 
Speculation Deposit. 


How a considerable fortune was lost 


in coitor speculation in 1909 by E. Mason 
Noberts of 0630 Bartmer avenue, presi- 
dent of the American Beverage Co., 
while playing the market through the 
firm of Francis & Bro. Commission Co., 
was disclosed this afternoon when Il. 
L. Leonard, attorney for the firm, gave 
«a Post-Dispatch reporter a statement 
in answer to Roberts’ suit for $59,000, 
filed |jast Saturda\, against the Francis 
firm. 

Roperts. in his suit, allegcod he lent the 
Trancis firm $50.00 in 199, at 41. 
cent interest. The petition bears with 
it a form of receipt dated Dec. 23, 1909, 
whick sayvs the commission compa:y on 
that date received a $50,000 deposit from 
Roberts, bearing interest at 4’* per cent 
a year. 

“T think Mr. Moberts had forgotten 
the facts in this matter when he per- 
mitted this suit to be filed,’ Leonard 
said, in a typewritten statement in be- 
qaif of the Francis firm. 

“Deposit of 50,000." 

“Five or six vears azo Mr. Roberts 
Started in to buy cotton and deposited, 
| believe, $0,000 with Francis company 
to secure his purchases. cHwas too op- 
timistic on the prospects of an advance 
in cotton, and his trading was not 
financiaily successful. In fact, when the 
active account was closed he owed some- 
thing like $15,000 for advancements made 
by this house in a generous attempt to 
Save a customer from serious loss. Mr. 
Roberts was unable, o; at least was not 
inclined, to pay them for these advance- 
ments. 

“The matter was turned over to me 
and I have for some time been in com 
munication with Mr. Roberts in the 
hopes that he could be induced o pay 
this balance due. In fact, I advised them 
some time ago that they should, as an 
ordinary incident of business, obtain 
their judgment against Mr. Roberts for 
this amount.” 

Roberts Tells of Deal. 

Roberts and his attorneys had refused 
to explain the details of the transaction 
Saturday. but when informed of Attor- 
ney Leonard's statement, he told of his 
speculation in cotton. 

Roberts said he had found two Fran- 
cls corporations, one a corporation with- 
in another. He said he dealt in cotton 
with one corporation, and that he loane:l 
$50,000 to the other corporation, just as 
he would lend it to a bank. The mone\. 
he said, had been in banks at 3 per cent 
interest and he took it to the Francis 
firm when Henry Hiemenz of the firm 
told him he could get 4% per cent for it 
there. 

He said he had met every call for ad- 
ditional margins to protect his cotton 
deals, and that when he had to go 
South for his health, in 1909, he put up 
other collateral and also informed the 
brokerage firm he would put up addi- 
tional collateral to protect his trad- 
ings. 

While he was in the South, Roberts 
Said, the cotton market broke and he 
was sold out when the market was at 
its lowest ebb. Woberts said, ‘Later 
the market recovered, and there would 
have been no loss if the brokers had 
stood by me.” 

His Account Examined. 

Roberts said he had a report from an 
auditor, who examined his account wit 
the brokers, and that the auditor re- 
ported the brokers owed him $20,000 on 
his trades. He said that if the brokers 
paid this $20,000, besides returning the 
$50,090 he lent them, his loss in the mar- 
ket would only be about $10.9000. The 
brokers, he said, contend he lost abou: 
$80,0000 in speculation and kept the $5v,- 
10, which, he savs, he had loaned to an- 
other corporation, to cover this alleged 
loss. 

In his suit Roberts alleged he had 
made frequent demands for the return of 
the $50,000, with interest, and never hai 
received any part of it. His suit is 
against David R. Francis, David R.

Coakley of 
the identification department ad- 
vanced the theory that the cracks- 
men are Englishmen. He explained 
that in England finger print identi- 
fication is used almost to the exclu- 
sion of other methods and that 
thieves there usually wear glqves.

Receiver Guick said the investigation 
of Musick’s collateral was ordered by 
him, as receiver, so he could inform 
himself as to the worth of the Bankers 
Trust Co. assets. in the course of this 
investigation, he said, investigators were 
sent to Clayton to look at the records 
there, and in this way it was learned of 
the release of four deeds of trust. two 
of which were for 8750 each, one for 
$7 and one for $80. 

Quick said his investigation convinced 
him that all the rest of the collateral 
pledged bv Musick was govd Among 
this collateral, he said, are many other 
deeds of trust. 

Fourth Under Investigation. 

Quick said a fourth deed of trust WaS» 
under investigation. 

The $850 deed of trust on lot 3, 
block 14, in St. Louis County. It was 
agated Oct. 23, 192. and ran for four 
vears. It was given by Clarepgce P. 
Wilkerson to L. B. Lehew to W. L. 
Musick. Wilkerson and Lehew are aaid 
to have been emploved by Musick. The 
deed, according to Quick's information, 
was released April, 1913, by the W. L. 
Musick Realty Co., W. L. B. Musick, 
resident. with the notation, ‘Notes pro- 
duced and can:eled.’’ Quick said the 
Bankers’ Trust Co. has the original 
notes and deed of trust on this property. 

One deed of trust for $750 covered lot 
6. block 4. Musick subdivision, was dated 
Oct. 2%. 112. and matured in four years. 
It was made to Lehew and was released 
Lehew Oct. 28, 1913, with the marginal 
notation, “notes produced and =  can- 
celled.” Quick says the Bankers’ Trust 
Co. also has the original deed of trust 
and notes in this case. 

The other $750 deed of trust. on lot 3, 
tlock 3, Musick subdivision, was execut- 
ed Oct. 23, 1913, by a straw man to Le- 
hew, with Musick as the third party.

Lawyers who have watched the case 
closely du not believe Gov.

View of Dissenting Judges. 

Justice Holmes based his dissent 
largely on the ground that the find- 
ing of the State Supreme Courton the 
existence of mob violence at a trial 
is not binding on the United States 
Supreme Court, as was the 
majority. He said he saw 
for adopting a sterner rule in 
inal appeals than in civil appeals and 
held, where questions of law and 
fact were intermingled in civil cases, 
as here, the United States Supreme 
Court may review a state court's 
finding of fact 

“The single question in 
continued Justice Holmes, “is wheth- 
er a petition alleging that the trial 
took place in the midst of a mob, 
savagely and manifestly intent on a 
single result, is shown on its face 
unwarranted by the specifications, 
which may be presumed to set forth 
the strongest indications of the fact 
at the petitioner's command. 

“This iz not a matter for polite pre- 
sumptions; we must look facts ‘n the 
face. Anv Judge who has sat with juries 
knows that in spite of forms they are 
extremely likely to be impregnated by 
the environing atmosphere. We think 
the presumption overwhelming that the

Sentenced Three Times. 

Leo M. Frank’s legal fight for life has 
taken a place among the celebrated mur- 
der cases of recent years. Seven times 
since his conviction tn August, 1913, the 
lower and Supreme ccurts of the State 
of Georgia refused to grant Frank a 
new trial or to set asice the verdict; 
three times the sentence of death was 
passed upon him and twice appeals were 
made 10 the United States Supreme 
Court, the first being unsuccessful and 
the secona resulting in the decision to- 
day. 

Frank’s Statement. 

Frank was placed on trial in Superior 
Court, July 28, 1913, Judge L. 8S. Roan 
presiding. Judge Roan died March 23, 
1915, in New York. A verdict of guilty 
was returned Aug. 25, Frank being sen- 
tenced to death. In his statement to the 
jury at the close of his trial rank said 
he had seen Mary Phagan in his office 
in the factory, a few minutes before the 
time the State contended she was mur- 
dered; that he paid the girl her wages 
and that she left his office. The theory 
of the defense has been that Conley, 
vwnO was about the building when the 
girl entered, and who had been drinking, 
attacked and killed the girl afler she 
left Frank's office. 

In October, 1913, Frank's attorneys 
filed a motion for a new trial, alleging 
ii? errors In admission of testimony and 
conduct of the trial, and also charging 
that demonstrations hy the crewd with- 
in and outside the courtroom during the 
trial nad interfered with a fair verdict. 
Judge Roan denied the motion and the 
‘seorgia Supreme Court affirmed hig ac- 
tion Feb. 17, 1914. A motion for relear. 
ing of the appeal was denied by the 
State Supreme Court two weeks later.

Court May 6, and the decision was 
affirmed by the State Supreme Court 
Oct. 14. The Superior Court on June 
6, 1914, dismissed the motion to set 
aside the verdict on constitutional 
grounds, by sustaining the State's 
demurrer to the motion. The Supreme |} 
Court affirmed this action Nov. 14, 
1914, and six days afterward the Su- 
preme Court refused to certify a 
writ of error to the United States 
Supreme Court. 
Writ of Error Denied. 

To review that action, application was 
made first to Justice Lamar, then to 
Justice Holmes and finally to the entire 
Supreme Court of the United States, for 
a writ of error. All held that the de- 
cision of the Georgia Supreme Court 
could not be reviewed because its ac- 
tion was based on grounds of procedure, 
namely, that the plea for setting aside 
ths verdict should have been advanced 
at the time the motions for new trial 
were made. 

Application was made Dec. 
Newman of the Federal District Court 
for Northern Georgia, for a writ of 
habeas corpus, alleging Frank had peen 
convicted without dve process of law: 
that the trial court had lost jurisdiction 
over him during the trial because it waa 
“dominated by a mob hostile to the 
prisoner,’’ and that Frank had been ab- 
sent from the courtroom when the ver- 
dict was returned. Two days later 
Judge Newman refused the writ of 
habeas corpus, holding that to grant it 
would mean that a Federal Court should 
review the action of the State courts in 
a Manner not warranted by the law of 
the country, and that, too, after the Su- 
preme Court of the United States had 
decided no Federal question remained 
for consideration in the case. Judge 
Newman also refused to issue a cer- 
tificate of “probable cause” for appeal 
to the Supreme Court, but it was issued 
by Justice Lamar Dec. 28, and the case 
came to the Supreme Court for review 
of Judge Newman's action, argument 
being made last February.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 19.—Miss 
Irme Guthrie Wright, cousin of Ambas- 
gador Guthrie of Japan, and for many 
vears a protege of Queen Helena of 
Italy, has received a letter from the 
Queen in her own writing, saying the 
injury she received in her work among 
the wounded in Messina, after the earth- 
quake in 1908, has given her much trou- 
ble and she fears she may lose her right 

arm.

DIPLOMAS NEXT JUNE 10 COST 
YALE’S 26! SENIORS $1,079,111 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 19.—It will 
have cost the 261 men in the Yale 
senior class $1,079,111 to get their diplo- 
mas next June, according to statistics 
collected by the Yale News. The amount 
to be spent during the remainder of the 
year is estimated. 

The most spent in one year by any one 
man was $4500, and was in his freshman 
vear. Another got through the same 
vear on $200. The average for the class 
was $1076. In the sophomore year the 
expenses of the wealthier men took a 
slimp, the largest amount spent in that 
vear by one man being $2800, while the 
minimum for a e@tudent again was $200. 

In the junior year, the highest expendi- 
ture was $4000 and the lowest $200, as 
usual, while the average was $1106.

In order 
to prevent misinterpretation, I will mail 
the Post-Dispatch a photoxgraphic fac 
simile of the text of the message. 

Realizing the importance of the occa- 
sion and desiring to avoid any possi- 
Lie misunderstanding, or controversy, | 
submitted to the Pope, through the in- 
terpretor the Holy Father himself had 
designated, that part of the interview 
containing his greetings «nd Easter 
riessage to America, translated into 
Italian. It was returned the following 
coy, being handed to me by a member 
of the Pope's official family, who re- 
rrarked that the Holy Father carefully 
rend it, and himself corrected it. 

The Pope wanted it back with my sig- 
rature, but my plea to be vermitted to 
retain this treastired souvenir of a mem- 
Orable audience was granted. Across 
the top is written, “‘Originale approvalo 
(a sua santita Beneditto XV." 

Only 1 few corrections had teen made: 
several words had been underlined. The 
name of President Wilson's friend, 
through whom the Pope aaid he had 
Sent word to the President, that he was 
willing to support him in his peace ef- 
forts, was crossed out. the Pope adding 
the line reading “‘One of the President's 
righest friends.’’ 

The charge of the Tribuna of Rome. 
that T obtained the audience by chang- 
ing my name, is not worth dignifying 
by an answer. I am convinced that any 
cther American correspondent who had 
conceived the idea of a peace message 
from the Pope for Easter and worked 
as long and persistently as I dld, would 
have been just as successful ae T. 

Many weeks ago I determined to get 
a peace interview with some one im- 
portant @nough so that his words for 
peace would ring throughout the world 
above the din of battles, and I suc- 
ceeded. T have no apologies to offer 
for giving the Pope's heartfelt prayer 
and wishes for peace, and his desire for 
support for his efforts in that direction. 

Any attempt to read into the inter- 
view what is not there, or place an in- 
terpretation on any particular sentence 
or utterance of the Pope to suit one 
side or the other. is questioning the sin- 
cerity and purity of the high exalted 
motives of the Holy Father as IT un- 
derstood them, and tried conscientious! v 
to portray them.

ton. It is an epen secret In the Vatican, 
Rome papers say, that Mgr. Gerlach, 
Austrian private chamberlain to the 
Pope, who acted as interpreter, has 
fallen into disgrace, but full particulars 
of the scandal are not divulged, since 
Mgr. Gerlach places the blame upon the 
Bavarian envoy, who is suspected of 
tampering with the interview. 

The Osservatore Romano deplores in 
strong terms the fact that the meaning 
of the Pope's words, solely inspired by 
his holiness’ desire for peace, were dis- 
torted and misinterpreted. 

The Osservatore Romano emphasizes 
the fact that the Pope granted an audi- 
ence, not an interview. through the 
medium of an interpreter. since Von 
Wiegand knows only English and Ger- 
man, neither of which the Pope speaks. 
He merely alluded to peace in the fol- 
lowing terms, says the editorial: 

“He expressed his repeated most ard- 
ent wish for peace, and referred to his 
daily prayers for peace, and, further, 
that when the neutral Powers, including 
the United States of America, which une 
doubtedly occupies the first place among 
them, considered the moment opportune 
to initiate action toward peace, he would 
most gladly use his entire influence to- 
ward such a noble cause."’ 

The Osservatore Romano insists the 
Pope said nothing more than this. and 
hence blames Von Wiegand for altering 
the Pope's words. It points out that Von 
Wiegand expressed explicitely the doubt 
whether he understood what the Popa 
said, thus impairing the fidelity of what 
he reported. The editorial concludes by 
deploring the lack cf respect for the 
Pope's magnanimous intentions shown 
by the unfaithful interpretation of his 
worde.

BOMB MAKERS SENTENCED 


Six to 12 Years fer Men tn New York

NEW YORK, April 19.—Frank Abarno 
and Carmine Carbone, who made and 
set a bomb in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
March ®, when hundreds were worship- 
ping within the edifice, were sentenced 
today to serve not less than six years 
nor more than 12 in Sing Sing Prison.

BARON DE REUTER FOUND 
DEAD, PISTOL NEAR HIM 


Managing Director of English News Association 
Was Prostrated by the Death of His 
Wife Last Week. 


LONDON, April 19.—Baron Herbert de 
Reuter, managing director of Reuter’s 
Telegram Co., was found dead yester- 
day at his home near Reigate, Surrey. 
A discharged revolver was found near 
his body and the authorities declare 
there is little doubt he killed himself. 
Baron de Reuter was prostrated by the 
death of his wife last Thursday. Her 
body is still in the home awaiting inter- 
ment. Their only son is in the army. 


Baron August E. Julius Clemens Her- 
bert de Reuter was born March 10, 1862. 
He was educated at Harrow,Oxford and 
Paris. His wife, whom he married in 
1876, was a daughter of the late Robert 
Campbell of Buscot Park, Berkshire. 


Besides the son and heir, who is in 
the British army, they are survived by a 
daughter, who is the wife of J. W. E. J. 
Douglas. 

Baron de Reuter succeeded to the title 
upon the death in 1899 of his father, who 
was created a Baron of the Duchy of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha in 1871. Royal license 
for permission to use the title in En- 
giand was granted in 1891 by Queen 
Victoria. 

The first Baron was the founder of 
Reuter’s Telegram Co., now one of the 
leading news gathering organizations of 
the world. In 1851, when the cable was

THAN CUT WAGES 


Elbert H. Gary Explains Action 
of Last January at Stock- 
holders’ Meeting. 


NEW YORK, April 19.—Directors of 
the United States Steel corporation, ls 
became known today, in voting at their 
last quarterly meeting in January te 
pass the dividend on the common stock, 
did so in the face of opposition on the 
part of many stockholders who thought 
the dividend should be declared, even if 
the corporation had to reduce wages to 
its great army of employes to obtain 
the money for the dividend. . 

Filbert H. Gary, chairman of the cer- 
poration, divulged this situation at the 
annual stockholders’ meeting in Hobo- 
ken today. In a formal] statement Judge 
Gary said: 

‘‘We were sorry to hear that so many 
stockholders insisted that common stock 
dividends be paid, even if we had to re- 
duce wages to do it. , 

“The management was sorry to be 
obliged tu pass the dividend on the com- 
mon stock. We had been hoping and 
had expected to continue the payment of 
the dividend without interruption, but 
conditions were such that it was impos- 
sible. We were confronted with the 
choice of passing the dividend or reduc- 
ing wages. In view of the present high 
cost of living we believed that the men 
were entitled to the wages they were re- 
ceiving which we think are not ‘too 
much. 

“We thought the stockholders- would 
approve of our decision to continue the 
payment of wages.” 

Judge Gary's statement referred to the 
dividend on the common stock for the 
last quarter of 1914. No action has been 
taken on the dividend for the first quar- 
ter of 1915. Directors of the company 
will meet April 27 to determine whetfitr 
a dividend shall be doclared. The com- 
mon stock sold today at 60%, the highest 
price since the Stock Exchange Was 
closed last July. 

The announced plan of reducing the 
directorate from 24 to 18 members was 
approved at the stockholders’ meeting 
today. The reduction is in line with 
the attitude taken by many large cor- 
porations to reduce the number of diren- 
tors and avoid interlocking directorates.

| tnae the feeling against Americans in 
general is not any.~ too friendly in 
Munich just now. Munich people will 
not pertnit the average foreigner to talk 
English. They don't object, however, 
when Mr. Gaffney converses with his 
friends in his native tongue. 

There are few persons in Munich whe 
understand the war situation from 4 
German point of view better than does 
Mr. Gaffney. His expressions are looked 
upon as convincing and law. They real- 
ize that it was no fault of Mr. Gaffney 
that the English cut the German cable 
at the very outset of hostilities, and 
that most of the news that comes to the 
United States concerning matters in 
Germany just now is sent via the Brit- 
ish censor and from London. 

Food Shortage Quickly Denied. 

When the reports were first brought 
back from America that Germany was 
on the point of starvation, that bread 
and potato riots had taken place all 
over Germany, which includes Bavaria 
of course, and that people were unable 
to get enough food for their maintain- 
ance, Germans in all walks of life

“So glad you came,” said Mr. Gaff- 
ney. ‘“‘The Americans here, as well as 
the Germans living in this district, have 
been wishing for a long time that a 
newspaper correspondent direct from 
America would pay them a visit. Here, 
look at all these bills of fare. Read 
them. Does that look anything like hard 
times or starvation? Just go and see 
for yourself and report what you see 
and hear, and we will be satisfied.’’ 


Munich Theaters All Running. 
Munich, with its old-time buildings, its 


wonderful beer, its art treasures and its 
great theaters and open houses, has 
640,000 inhabitants. It is in Bavaria, an: 
King Ludwig III, the 70-year-old ruler 
of the kingdom, has his residence in 
Munich, which is often referred to as 
the ‘“‘Athens of Germany.”’ It was there 
that Richard Wagner, the composer, 
lived for many years. 

In the first place, the newspapers 
showed that all the theaters in Munich, 
10 of them, were running every night. 
At the Royal Opera House they had 
sung “The Magic Flute’ the night be- 
fore to a packed house. A: few days 
before that there had been a gala per- 
formance at the opera for the benefit 
of the wounded soldiers—and there are 
plenty of them in and about Munich 
The prices were as high as $12 for an 
orchestra chair. 

During the intermission a splendid din- 
ner had been served, for which the 
charge had been 3 marks (75 cents) a 
plate. 

No bread cards had been necessary. 
But bread cards were about to be in- 
troduced the day the Post-Di§Spatch rep- 
resentative visited Munich on his tour 
of inspection of Germany and her eco- 
nomic’ affairs. 

Americans and Germans had come to 
the box occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Gaff- 
ney during the benefit performance to 
enter their protests against what they 
said were “outrageous lies about condi- 
tions in Germany.”’ 


Points Out False Stories. 
cae feel, in common with all my fellow 


countrymen who live here, a keen sense 
of humiliation,’ Mr. Gaffney had re- 
plied. “‘“Germany has been so misrepre- 
sented in America. At the outbreak of 
the war Germans were accused of out- 
raging and insulting American citizens. 
For weeks, while the cables were cut, 
these lies were distributed throughout 
America. Of course, they are all false. 

“The next lies were that great cities 
of the empire were in the firing line, 
that Nuremberg had been destroyed. 

“The effect of the publication of such 
news was in the first instance to alarm 
the relatives and friends of the Ameri- 
cans residing in Germany, and in the 
next instance to discredit American 
journalism and create a hostile feeling 
on the part of a section of the popula- 
tion against Americans. 

*“Then commenced the atrocity cam- 
paign, for the purpose of influencing 
American public opinion. In addition to 
the legitimate correspondence § that 
comes to the American consulates in 
Gerthany, our mail has been consider- 
aly increased by letters from distressed 
relatives and friends who have been 
alarmed by this news. 

“Can you, then, wonder why we are 
all glad te meet a ‘represerttative of your 
newspaper, who has come to us to re- 
port facts, and nothing but facts?”’ 


Mr. Gaffney asked the Post-Dispatch 
representative to accompany him to a 
place in Munich where he had been re- 
quested to inspect a newly built field 
ambulance automobile for service at the 
front. Mr. Gaffney had received some 
time ago a donation of money sent by 
the Austro-Hungarian Ambulance Com- 
mittee of New York, an¢ this money had 
been used in the construction of the new 
ambulance, which was inspected that 
day. 

Mr. Gaffney’s attention was called to 
the fact by some of bis American visit- 
ors, to whom the correspondent was in- 
troduced, that Germans had not in- 
terned all English subjects still living in 
Germany, while in England all Germans 
had beei made civil prisoners of war. 
Prof. Wells, an Oxford B. A., is still lec- 
turing at the Munich University. Prof. 
Henry Marteau of Paris is still connect- 
ed with the Royal Academy of Music in 
Berlin. 

While walking throvgh the town with 
the Consul-General, a show was passed 
where the Matin, London Times, Daily 
Mail, Figaro and other prominent publi- 
cations from London and Paris were 
openly exhibited. 

“I bet you won't find the Berlinger 
Tageblatt on exhibit like this in Lon- 
don,” said a friend of the Consul-Gen- 
eral, who was of the party. This gentle- 
man, who is from Los Angeles, Cal., and 
a friend of Ambassador Gerard in Ber- 
lin, told how he had just witnessed a 
new process of making the finest kind 
of white bread, and, that before long 
such bread would be turned out gener- 

Bread Partly of Straw, 

This new bread, which might well be 
called an imitation of wheat bread, is 
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made from rice mealan 4 straw meal ana] 


brewers’ yeast. The straw is used to a 
large extent. The narrator said the 
bread was of excellent taste. 

There were many wounded in the 
streets of Munich, many of whom were 
decorated with the iron cross. 

On the way to one of the most fash- 
ionable hotels in Munich where tea was 
being served, an apothecary shop was 
passed. 

“Nearly all'the English frequented this 
place before the war,’’ explained Mr. 
Gaffney... “It was then known as En- 
glische (English) apotheke. Now they 
call it Engell (Angel) apothecary.”’ 

There was a high-class band playing 
for the visitors who had come to the 5 
o'clock tea. Every table was taken. 
Handsomely gowned women were every- 
where. Many of them were smoking 
gold-tipped cigarettes. 

“Why, here is an American, just come 
in,” announced Mr. Gaffney. A few mo- 
ments later the United States Consul- 
General introduced me to Miss Maud 
Fay of California. ~ / 

Miss Fay is one of the stars at tke 
Royal Opera in Munich. She has been 
singing at the German opera house for 
many years. It is possible she will be 
heard at the Metropolitan in New York 
during the coming winter. 

“Everything is beautiful here,’ de- 
clared Miss Fay. ‘‘Germans are so very 
nice to American singers.’’ 

Of course, so far as Munich is con- 
ecrned, one of its greatest industries 
ig the brewing concerns, which, in the 
beginning of the war, showed @ general 
depreciation of business. Before the 
war bad weather and stagnation in the 
building market had reduced the con- 
sumption of their product somewhat, as 
compared with the previous year. 

Brewing Industry Curtailed. 

This reduction has become still greater 
since the beginning of the war, due to 
the fact that so many men had been 
Called to serve in the army, and to cer- 
tain limitations imposed by the War 
Department. Shipments within Ger- 
Inany had ceased almost entirely during 
the first few weeks, and have been 
since only. partly resumed. 

The export, which forms one of the 
most important items of the industrial 
life of Munich, was at first completely 
interrupted, and is so still with regard 
tu hostile countries and oversea neutral 
ports. Under these influences the con- 
sumption of Bavarian beer hus steadily 
decreased, even in the case of those 
large breweries which, before the war, 
had shown a considerable increase over 
the receipts of 1913. The deficit of the 
largest five breweries of Munich 
amounts to a little more than 9 per 
cent. 

The entire situation, from a business 
point of view, in Bavaria, is best illus- 
trated in an official réport made by 
Ambassador Gerard, in which appears 
this: 

*“‘When consideration is given to all the 
reports coming from _ the industrial 
fields of Bavaria, it would appear that 
the economical war balance does not at 
all give an unfavorable aspect. It is 
most astonishing how: wonderfully the 
great industrial and commercial con- 
cerns understood how to adapt them- 
selvcs to the entirely changed conditions 
of life.

But nothing of all this happened. Ev- 
erything went all right, and week by 
week the economical life had strength- 
ened. 

“Many businesses have gone on even 
better than before the war and every- 
where they have strong reserves on 
which they can always fall back. A na- 
tion with the technical, intellectual and 
material abilities of Germany will al- 
ways be able to fight its cause to the 
very last.” 

The following day the writer called 
upon United States Consul-General 
Heaton W. Harris, at his office in 
Frankfort, Germany. With him was 
Vice Consul Ernest L. Ives of Norfolk, 
Va. It was noted that there was a great 
scarcity of automobiles, and no private 
machines, except those belonging to 
army officers, were ..bout. 

There were practically no indications 
of war notable in Frankfort Hof. Unless 
the war stops before very long they 
look forward toward a very poor hotel 
season in nearly all the big cities in 
Germany. 

The broad card system has been in 
force in Frankfort since March 2. 
Kriegsbrod is served just like in Berlin 
and the other cities visited. At the 
ivathskellar where the Consul-General 
and the writer had their noonday meal, 
a full loaf of bread was placed upon 
the table. The loaf was marked into so 
many slices. You could haye as many 
as wanted, only that an extra charge 
was made for each slice of bread. 

So far as could be learned, the feeling 
for Americans in Frankfort, while not 
any too friendly, is not pronouncedly 
bad, although Americans have been 
warned by Mr. Harris not to speak 


their native language in public, in or- 
aer to avoid all possibilities of trou- 
ble} 

The hatred against England is best il- 
lustrated in the greetings exchanged 
when persons meet. People in greeting 
each other now say, in most instances:

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MR. ARMOUR ON UNIONISM. | 
Expressing in testimony before the Industrial 
Relations Commission his hostility to labor 
unions, J. Ogden Armour of the Beef Trust, de- 
clared that unionism is not necessary to the wel- 
fare of employes. Admitting that he would not 
tolerate organizers around his plant, he summed 
up his case in the following: 

As soon as a union has a little power, 


begins its excesses. 
Mr. Armour is only franker than some other 


trust magnates who have given their views to 
the commission. They piously professed to have 
no objection to unions though they refuse to 
permit them in their own establishments. 

Organized labor has been guilty of excesses and 
has been severely penalized for them, but they 
do not equal the excesses of which organized 
capital has been guilty with only inadequate 
penalties to date. “Jungle” descriptions fully 
confirmed by official inquiry showed a few years 
ago that the plants of Mr. Armour and his fel- 
low members of the Beef Trust, where unionism 
was put down with a ruthless hand, were the 
plants where labor was compelled to submit to 
the most degrading conditions known in the 
United States. 

Untonism has its weak points like other human 
institutions, but it also has enormous achieve- 
ments to its credit. It seems to supply a prac 
tical factor in the relations of capital and labor 
for which minimum wage laws, welfare work, 
profit-sharing schemes and other social move- 
ments, admirable as they are in their way, sup- 
ply no substitute. 

In addition to forcing improvements in the 
mere matter of employment conditions and wages, 
ii has cultivated self-respect in workers, carried 
on instructive campaigns of education before the 
whole people, fought with much success for the 
principles of social justice, contributed to broad- 
ened views and aésisted in making this a better 
country to live in. 

Mr. Armour’s narrow intolerance is about what 
might be expected of a Beef Trust magnate. He 
represents a rapidly diminishing body of public 
opinion.

THE JAPS IN TURTLE BAY. 

In these days of military surprises, Admiral 
Howard took only reasonable precautions in dis- 
patching the Cruiser New Orleans to Turtle Bay 
to see exactly what those busy Japs are doing 
in Mexican waters. It is gratifying to hear now 
that they are engaged in the necessary work of 
saving a stranded cruiser. 

But it is not the first time that Lower Cali- 
fornia has been the subject of diplomatic inter- 
change between Uncle Sam and the Mikado. As 
recently as 1912 a Japanese syndicate attempted 
to purchase 4,000,000 acres along the coast of 
Southern California about Magdalena Bay. This 
might have been utilized by Japan as a valuable 
naval basis. A resolution, introduced by Senator 
Lodge in August of that year, stated that the 
United States “could not see without grave con- 
corn” the acquisition of any harbor in the Amer- 
ican continent by a foreign corporation “which 
has such a relation to another Government not 
American as to give that country practical con- 
trol or control for military or naval purposes.” 
The project was abandoned. 

Mexico is in no position to defend -herself 
against Japanese encroachment. But the Monroe 
Doctrine, in spirit at least, covers the Pacific as 
well as the Atlantic seaboard. That was what 
Senator Lodge’s resolution meant. 
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THE DEVOLUTION OF WAR. 
A few of our readers object to the recent edi- 
torials condemning the massacre of men and 
women on passenger ships. They defend tke 
action of Germany in torpedoing passenger ships 
without allowing time for the escape of noncom- 
batants on the ground that Great Britain is try- 


mous in its view that the German submarine war 
on passenger vessels is murder and nothing else. 
The Sunday Post-Dispatch Mirror of Public Opin- 
ion page should open the eyes of apologists for 
this devolution of war to the verdict that is 
being passed upon it. 

And if it shall go on, where. must it end? To 
what horrors of retaliation must it lead? Every 
noncombatant—man, woman or child—within 
reach of the several armies will be a soldier's 
prey. Extermination, on both sides, will be the 
aim—not indirect, through threats of starvation, 
but by bullet and bayonet. 

PIOUS BRETHREN WHO SKIN. 

“I’m not a hypocrite,” protests the latest promi- 
nent citizen suspected of forging a deed,” nor 
am I one of these church people that skin their 
friends.”’ 

Which we hope is true, because a pious fraud is 
the last that regular people can sympathize with. 
Without homilizing, let’s have one more good look 
at the familiar figure, now that he is recalled 
to the public imagination.

The expressed purpose of the Prinz Eitel to 
put to sea again was taken seriously for a while 
and proved to be a bluff. The preparations of 
the Kronprinz Wilhelm for another sea raid are 
looked upon as a bluff and may really be the pre- 
liminaries to further deéds of daring.

Of what use would even 42-centimeter guns 
be to a dreadnought if it could not get near 
enough to a fleeter enemy’s ship to shoot it full 
of holes?

HUNTING FOR GOL 
IN CEDAR LOGS ON 
OLD MISER'S FARM 


key of Near Hillsboro Believed 
to Have Been Hidden. 


A search for gold, believed to have 
been hidden in cedar logs during the 
last 20 years by Charles Huskey, 73 yeats 
old, who died last Thursday, is being 
carried on by members of the family 
on the Huskey homestead in the Lower 
Belew’s Creek district, near Hillsboro, 
Mo., and 40 miles southeast of St. Louis. 

A report that four of the logs were 
unearthed beneath the floor of the 
smokehouse yesterday and were found to 
contain more than $13,000 in gold coin, 
was circulated today, but was denied by 
W. R. Donnell, a hillsboro banker. He 
said the family had arranged to deposit 
the gold in his bank immediately if it 
were found, and that he had seen none 
of it. 
Donnell said, was $115 in bills and coin, 
which was in a trunk. 

Donnell believes, as do members of 
the family, that Huskey left a consider- 
able sum of gold coin hidden some- 
where about his home. He said he had 
been furnishing Huskey with gold coin 
for years, in exchange for silver and pa- 
per money, and that he never heard of 
Huskey’s having spent any of the gold. 

Hluskey, although he had a wife, four 
sons and four daughters, lived as a 
miser and hermit for the last 20 years, 
according to those who knew him. He 
and his wife lived on different parts of 
his 180-acre farm, and it was said of 
Huskey that he never visited St. Louis, 
never saw a street car and,never went 
to church or other place of public re- 
sort, within the memory of anyone who 
knew him. He was born in Illinois, but 
had lived in Jefferson County since he 
was 8 years old, and it was said that in 
70 years he had not been out of the 
county. 

Huskey was always known as ‘‘close,’’ 
but his reputation as a miser was 
gained after he had a difficulty with 
the county authorities over his tax re- 
turns.
